HANDINESS OF ELECTRICITY, 


The In g en io u s Ways in Wh ich It Is 
Bein g Used . 
Electricity, light, heat and chem­ 
ical action are all in essence motion; 
electricity is the most desirable of 
them all, because it can most readily 
and fully become the source or issue 
of any other. 
The preeminent sen­ 
sitiveness of 
electrical apparatus 
makes it a surpassing means of meas­ 
uring minute portions of space or 
time, of light, heat, chemical activ- 
'ity, or mechanical motion. 
Hence a 
brood of telltales of widely contrast­ 
ed purpose. 
Selenium, a metalloid 
of the same lineage as sulphur, and 
betraying its descent by a striking 
family resemblance, has the curious 
property of transmitting electricity 
more freely in light than in dark­ 
ness; a stick of selenium, therefore, 
ils the pivot of a device to give warn­ 
in g when extinction befalls a lamp 
charged with important duty. 
In 
'thermometers a circuit broken or 
completed acts as a fire signal, or, 
on shipboard, heralds tlie approach 
pf 
an 
iceberg. 
Electric 
fingers 
sound a gong when the water re- 
cedes 
below the safety level in a 
steam boiler, or report an attempted 
breach of bolt or bar by the burglar’s 
^immy. 
Each of these warnings can 
be registered at a distance, so that 
in case of neglect by an attendant 
there can be no disputing the fact, 
liow, if ail electric alarm can sum- 
/non a servant to duty, wliy may not 
the inventor go further, and so add 
t o his device that it shall of its own 
motion do what needs to be done? 
Accordingly, we find furnaces fitted 
up with electrical control, so that 
the draft is opened or fuel added 
when the temperature falls too lovr, 
or the reverse, wlieii the ñame is 
too fierce; when tlie fuel is gas this 
stoking leaves nothing to be desired. 
New mechanism of this kind is con­ 
stantly being contrived.

border was drawn around it, and a 
lai-ge design of poppic's and leaves, 
selected from our ] >erforate(l pat­ 
terns, was stamped in the center. 
For the gi'ound work we used an old 
drab cashmere dress torn in very 
narrow 
stri¡)s, 
and drawn in 
so 
closely that it resembled the rich 
] )ile of the IMcKpiettc carpets and 
rugs. 
The border was done in black 
and three shades of lirown. 
Light 
colored wcxilen goods was dyed the 
natural color cjf the 
leaves 
and 
flowers with diamond dye, and used 
for the center. 
It is a beautiful rug, 
and I know it will be desirable, for I 
made one like it ten years ago. 
It 
has had constant wear 
but the rug is still 
colors liright. 
W ould it not be nice to have 
some strips w'oven the iengtli wo 
want them, just like a rag carpet?” 
asked the eldest daughter. 
Of course it would,” I answered, 
and wb went to work with a wim.

thread of number 1 2 sewing cotton. 
It is not iK'ccssary to sow the strips 
together like carpet rags, siiiqily lap 
the ends, and gather through them. 
The colors wen) put in hit or miss. 
When one thread was full, another 
was tied to it,

gathered on it. 
Tliis was used for 
the center. 
For the border we dyed 
two old flannel dresses, one golden 
brown, the other seal brown, cut in 
strips and gatliered in the same w\ay.

high rate of speed, 
we intend to 
build a steel cylinder-shaped car, 
with an entirely smooth surface, re­ 
sembling a cigar, save that it wdll 
be pointed at both ends to allow it 
to run in either direction without 
turning. 
All nuts, bolts and other 
external appurtenances will be even 
with the surface, thus saving power 
required to overcome friction. 
This 
car will be run on a single track 
with a rail in the middle of the ties. 
On each side of the rail will be a sys­ 
tem of brackets, six or seven feet 
high, supported by outside braces. 
“ The car will be built on two 
wheels something similar to a bicy­ 
cle. 
These wheels will be i)laced at 
each end of the ear and extend up 
into it at its diametrical center. The 
wheels 
and 
rails will be double 
flanged, 
and 
everything will 
be 
smooth as glass and as frictionless as 
it is possible to make them. 
The 
bed of the car will be as near the 
rail as is consis^ent with safety, 
thus bringing the center of gravity 
as low as possible. 
Along the sides 
of the car as many little friction 
wheels can be placed as isinecessary, 
and these will run in the channel 
bars, keeping the car balanced or al­ 
lowing it to run smoothl^'if it should 
lean 
to 
one side a .few inches. 
Springs are attached to the friction 
wheels to aid in regulating the car, 
should it tend to one side when going 
at this high rate of speed. 
On the 
axles of each wheel are attached two 
motors which furnish the power. 
The inside of the car can be as 
luxuriously furnished as they are at 
jiresent, and the walls may be cush­ 
ioned to avoid any unpleasantness.”

15 cents; field hands, male, 10 cents; 
female, 3 cents per day. 
Silk weav­ 
ers are given board by the employers 
and $2.7 0 monthly. They work from 
twelve to sixteen hours, and, as 
there is no Sunday in Japan, the 
work days are not less than 3 5 0 in 
tlie year. 
The exports exceed th(‘ 
imports rf Jaj)au by about Sid.UOO,- 
i)UO annually.
